KANSAS CITY, Dec. 15.—According 
to a striker who reached here from To- 
peka today, an order for a sympathetic 
strike of the trainmen on the Santa Fé 
system will be issued at 6 o'clock to- 
morrow by the Brotherhood of Rall- 
way Trainmen, unless the officials of 
that road in the meantime settle their 
differences with the telegraph opera- 
tora now out.

Gambling in wheat. corn and barley 
is done on exactly the same principle, 
except that the local bucket shops 
charge only one-eighth commission in- 
stead of one-quarter, as for stocks, 
possibly because of the small dajly 
variation in the price of the cereals. In 
wheat gambling there is a variation on 
the side for small pikers. This in in 
“puts” and calls.“ and either or both 
at once, return big money on the - 
vestment occasionally. “Puts” and 
“calls” are sold every afternoon and 
are good only for the following busi- 
ness day, the price of either being $1. 
Each “controls” 1000 bushels of wheat 
for one day, the “call” being for an 
upward market and the “put” for a 
downward market. names come 
from the act of a trader “buying” 1000 
bushels of wheat at a fixed price and 
“calling” upon the bucket shop to take 
the wheat at any advance over that 
“fixed price.” Tige pat“ is the act of 
“putting” it to the shop at a price 
lower than the me “fixed” on. 

To illustrate: May wheat in New 
York closed on Wednesday at 79%. The 
bucket shops marked “puts” on thelr 
boards at 79% and “calls” at 79%. 
Against the chance of a wildly fluctu- 
ating market they protect themselves 
generally by three-eighths of a point 
on each side of the closing price, and 
in addition they charge one-eighth 


amounted to but 
cent. If a man buys a “call” the price 
of wheat must advance three-eighths 
before he can make a profit. Every 
one-eighth above that means $1,25, and 
if the market advances 1 cent during 
the day a call is good for five-eighths 
of $10, or $6.25, less $1, or a profit of 
$5.25. Many days this year calls 
have been worth $10 net on an invest- 
ment of $1, and both “puts” and calls“ 
have returned a profit the same day, 
showing a fluctuation of over half a 
cent. on both sides of the previous day's 
closing price. Puts“ “calls” are 
good for but one day, but wheat stocks 
can be held for thirty days when 
bought on n, if a trader keeps his 
“trade” so the fluctuations do not reach 
his margin point. 
NOT IN YT. 

But few local players made much 
money on the “election rise” in stocks, 
for the market was so uncertain that 
they invested but little, and realized on 
mall profits. As showing how easily 
one can tie up money in stocks it is 
said that one trader “sold” 100 
shares of Sugar several months ago at 
$114 per share. It has been going up 
ever since, and he has had to put up 
$100 for every dollar the stock has gone 
above $114. He has “protected” his 
stock, and if it goes below 114 he will 
get all his money back. Others have 
spent all their money endeavoring to 
keep their “margins” on a market 
going against them. undreds of men 
ag money every day trying to beat 
the market; for if they once get the 
stock fever there is no cure for them.

Disciple of Spookdom Makes a P- 
gtimage All the Way from Mil- 
waukee and Gets Cold Shoulder at 


SAN DIEGO, Dec. 15.—{Regular Cor- 


Tom Hop, was fined $25 for keeping a 
place for the sale of lottery tickets, in 
Justice Anderson's court this morning. 
Hop pleaded guilty and took his medi- 
cine. The municinality was represented 
by Assistant City Attorney Ingle, who 
said that in view of the fact that the 
respondent had pleaded guilty and that 
he bore a good reputation he did not 
ask for a severe fine. 

It was hoped, in some circles, that 


a fight which would resuit in the ex- 
posure of the whoie business. But Hop 
says it would cost a lot of money, and 
that he would very likely get beat. He 
says that many Chinamen are engaged

SPOOKS PLAY FREEZE-OvUT. 

A young man giving the name of P. 
Z. Fukin and the place of his last resi- 
dence as Milwaukee, tells a strange 
story of his attempt to ure a per- 
sonal interview with Mr. Pierce, one of 
the leaders of the Universal Brother- 
hood institution, at Point r. 
Fukin is a guest at the Helping Han 
Home on Sixth street. 

Fukin says that he has been living 
thousands of years. His lives, he says, 
are like the pages of a book, each page 
representing a life. He expects to 
continue to live and move and have a 
being for all time. He says that he has 
been engaged in mercantile business, 
and that for a time he was employed 
in the Milwaukee postoffice. He 
been a disciple of theosop 
time, and has read most of the litera- 
ture bearing on the subject. In Chi- 
cago a few years ago he met Pierce, 
who, with six others, was on a trip 
around the world. Pierce received him 
| cordially, and welcomed him to the 
faith. Ever since then it has been his 
desire to visit the headquarters of the 
society at Point Loma. His errand 
here, he says, was to deliver in person 
certain valuable papers of great impor- 
tance to Pierce. 

He journeyed to Point Loma a week 
ago today, and was met at the outer 
portals of the spooks’ nest by the guard, 
who demanded his business and then 
reported to the management.

NULLIFICATION OF 
CONSTITUTION. 


Counsellor Edward Lauterbach of 
. New York Shows the Necessity for 
a Reapportionment. 


EW YORK, Dec. 10, 1900.—Ed- 
ward Lauterbach, who is regarded 
as one of the best constitutional 
lawyers in New York, at the request of

The fifteenth amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the United States provides 
yn 1. “The right of citizens of 
the United States to vote shall not 
be denied or abridged by the United 
States, or by any State, on account af 
or previous condition of 


power — 
ropriate legislation.“ 
Pp rovision renders every State 
law which discriminates against citi- 
zens of the United States at the polls 
on account of race, color or previous 
condition of servitude wholly void. 
The remedy is such as Congress in 
its wisdom may see fit to adopt, but 
it must be a appropriate to 
the offense. 

That offense is the denial by the 
United Stetes or any State of the 
right of colored citizens to vote, and 
the remedy therefor must be by legis- 
lation which shall have the effect to 
enforce their risht to vote, for any law 
which provides that colored persons 
shall not vote is, ipso facto, void, 
and no legal remedy is necessary, ex- 
cept to insure the voter against mob 
violence and disregard of law. He is

DUTY OF CONGRESS. 
MUST OBEY CONSTITUTION. 
(SPECLAL OF THE TIMES.) 
NEW YORK, Dec. 10, 1900.—The

ts. In so doing, no infrac- 
tion of the Fourteenth or Fif- 


teenth Amendment is made. Northern 
States, notably Rhode Island, have ex- 
ercised the same sovereign right. Every 
thoughtful man outside the Southern 
States, is convinced, however, that a 
reapportionment of representatives in 
Congress and in the electoral college, 
upon the basis of population, 

by the last census, has 

duty of the hour. 

Every citizen of this country, what- 

ever his political, faith wants South 
to develop and enjoy the highest pitch 
of prosperity; but a violation of the 
organic law of the land is too high a 
penalty to pay for that end, supremely 
important and desirable though it be. 
Section 2 of Article XIV, of the amend- 
ments to the Constitutton reads: Rep- 
resentatives in Congress shall be ap- 
portioned among the several States ac- 
cording to their, respective numbers, 
counting the whole number of persons 
in each State, excluding Indians not 
taxed. But when the right to vote at 
any election for the choice of electors 
for President and Vice-President of the 
United States, Representatives in Con- 
gress, the executive and judicial officers 
of a State, or the members of the Leg- 
islature thereof is denied to any of the 
mile inhabitants of said State, being 
twenty-one years of age, and citizens 
of the United States, or in any way 
abridged except for participation in re- 
bellion or other crimes, the basis of 
representation therein shall be reduced 
in the proportion which the numbers 
of such male citizens shall bear to the 
whole number of male citizens twenty- 
one years of age in such State.” No 
loophole of discretion exists: Shalr is 
the word, not “may.” 
Can any member of Congress, sworn 
to carry out the requirements of the 
Constitution, escape from the perform- 
ance of the duty thus devolved upon 
him? The Southern States that have 
disfranchised large numbers of their 
inhabitants, citizens of the United 
States, must have known of this in- 
hibition in the Federal Constitution. It 
must have been clear to them that they 
could not expect to retain their repre- 
pentation in the Electoral College and in 
Congress after they had reduced the 
popular basis upon which that repre- 
sentation Those States, de- 
liberately and of their own free choice, 
chose what they deemed the lesser of 
two evils: They believed it wisdom on 
their part so to do, and that a large 
representation in Congress was of far 
less consequence to them than the 
maintenance of white supremacy with- 
in their own limits. That was their 
olemn, deliberate decision, written 
into their fundamental law, and they 
should be willing to abide by it. 

Not a man in the North, but will re- 
gret that the South is in such a di- 
lemma; however, the supreme interest 
of all citizens is to obey the Constitu- 
tion and guard against any violation 
thereof.

IN ROYAL PALACES.

O sooner had I stepped ashore from 

the Oceanic than the question was 

asked me for publication: “You have 
had abundant opportunity this summer 
of studying royalty in Burope. What 
do you think of it in comparison with 
republican simplicity?” As this ques- 
tion has come to me the third time, I 
proceed to answer it, though somewhat 
reluctantly. | 

Yes, we have had an opportunity of 
seeing the inside of palaces, and com- 
muning with princely and imperial 
households, such ag has seldom been 
granted to persons unofficial. The pub- 
lication of my husband's sermons in all 
the languages of Europe for many years 
seemed to open every door we might 
wish to enter. And the first remark I 
desire to make, in reply to the question 
as to the contrast between republican 
simplicity and royal manners, is that 
there is no contrast at all. The higher ° 
in station the more unpretending the 
personage. It is the ple who are 
afraid of losing their place, or who are 
struggling for something higher, that 
take on airs. The higher the Prince or 
Princess, the Emperor or the Empress, 
the more unconventional. Republican 
simplicity is no more marked than royal 
simplicity. 

While the “show-rooms” of palaces 
may be bejeweled, and richly uphol- | 
stered, and embanked with lustrous . 
statuary, and aglow with masterpieces 
of painting, the “living rooms” of Eu- 
ropean potentates are for the most part 
as plain as the rooms of people ordi- 
narily prosperous. While the tourist, 
catalogue in hand, is permitted to

INDIVIDUAL LIBERTY IN CHINA. 
That ancient Chinese classic, the Shu 
King, deciares it to be one of the fun- 
of government 
that, for all time to come, “The land 
tax can never be increased;”’ another, 
“The people have a right to depose a 
sovereign who, either from active wick- 
edness, or vigious indolence, gives 
‘cause to oppressive or tyrannical rule.” 
On both these counts the Dowager has 
been tried and found guilty by the peo- 
ple. The result is inevitable. How- 
ever, the tyranny of the Dowager is of 
so insidious a c ter; is inflicted 
through so many diverse and unex- 
pected channels, and is so adroitly and 
subtly managed through her subordi- 
nates, that space forbids its discussion 
in detail in this paper.

ties of national consequence and in- 
fluence in shaping the policies of gov- 
ernment. For instance, the Radical ele- 
ment, which increases in numbers and 
power by the almost daily accretion 
of new adherents, differs from the con- 
servative wing of the Royalists, in that 
it is a sort of Monroe-doctrine party 
in itself, and its slogan is China for 
the Chinese;” although as compared 
with the Manchurians, there are very 
few native Chinese in the party. This 
battle cry, however, is intende Ii to cover 
all natives of the Chinese Empire, as 
well as China proper, and refers only 
to the Fan Kwai,” or “foreign-devil”’ 
element as foreigners, of ccurse. Its 
leaders have gone so far as to urge upon 
the Empress Dowager a scheme of 
fusion with the conservative wing of 
the Boxers for the expulsion or de- 
struction of the a lles—“all foretgrers“ 
is the wording used by the committee 
who waited upon her; for the punish- 
ment of native Christians; the confisca- 
tion of their church and other prop- 
erty (to revert to the crown;) and then, 
after the common enemy, the “Fan 
Kwol,“ shall have been risposed of, the 
consideration cf such reforms as might 
be demanded by the Boxers.

THE DOWAGER DECEIVED. 
Now. In her hour of need, the Dow. 
ager turned to the despised and feared 
Radical wing of the Boxers for succor, 
Of the true character of the ~oxers 
she had been kept in ignerance by 
Prince Tuan, as also of their deep 
animosity toward herself. Stm deceived 
by Tuan into believing that the Rox- 
ers were rallying to her support. she 
now began to issue those edicts which 
had for their immediate sequel the ter- 
rible events that led to the presence of 
the allies within the sacred walls of 
the Forbidden City. (What the uwiti- 
mate sequel is to none can fore- 
tell; for one as familiar as the writer

The gymnastic practices of the 
Boxers, of which so much has been 
heard, and so little is known. were of 
so strenuous a character as to result 
in a wonderful hardening and toughen- 
ing of the muscles of the chest. abdo- 
men and limbs. It is related upon good 
authority that some of the Boxers were 
thus enabled, by a slickt movement of 
the bod just at the richt instant. and 
so slight and quick as to defy detec.

railroad in North China. This was twenty years ago, when 
it was difficult to get the Chinese to admit steam power, 
and so the officials had to go slowly. They built the road 
from the Kaiping coal mines to the sea under the name of 
‘a tramway, and had small cars pushed down the track and 
back again by coolies, who were paid about 5 cents a day 
for twelve hours’ work. a 

After a time they manufactured this locomotive and 
called it “The Rocket of China.” They did not dare to 
order a steam engine from abroad. They sent to the United 
States for the wheels, and patched up the remaindtr out 
of pieces of scrap irom and machinery gathered from dif- 
ferent parts of the country. The boiler was from an old 
stationary engine, which had been imported fiom Europe. 
and the cylinders were from another eng ne which had long 
since been thrown away. | i 

When first put on the track the locomotive created such 
a sensation that the government ordered it suppressed. It 
was used in the yard and about the mines for a while, and 
then, the people seeing that the Feng Shui had caused 
neither famine tor pestilence en account of it, allowed 
them to put it to carrying coal. It did the whole work of 
the line for the first year, running 70,coo miles in tha 
time. It was kept at work until other locomotives co 
be brought from England, when it was put aside as a 
curiosity. It stands today in the Tongshan sküps, so near 
the track that it can hear the whistle of the American 
Baldwins as they go puffing by.

BIRDS OF THE PINES. 


SOME FEATHERED FRIENDS OF THE 
- SIERRA MADRES.

Another small bird, found amorg the pincs, and a — * 
ber of the came family as the chickadee, made himself 
known to me soon after my arrival at the camp. This 
was the pygmy nuih:ztch, one cf the four Americzu species 
of ruthatches. The very fitting namé of nuthatch is given 
these birds because of their habit of placing a nut in a 
crevice, and then “hatching” or cracking it by rep2ated 
strokes of their strong bills. The bird that I was watch- 
ing paid no attention to me, but went about his business, 
humping up and down and around the great trunk of a 
pine; whether his head was down ce up seemed to make 
no difference to him. Now and then he uttered his strange 
harsh cry that sounded like “yank, yank, yank, yank,” as 
near as I can imitate it. Unlike the woodpeckers, this 
little tree climber did rot use his tail to assist him in his 
wonderful acrobatic feats, but clung to the bark solely by 
his sharp toes. 

Outside of the barn, where our horses were quartered, 


there came, morning and evening, a pair of little birds clad 


in a decidedly monkish garb. A black cowl-covered head 
and reck all around, abruptly ending in a straight line on 
the white breast. The back was brown and underparts 
gray. A tiny white bill, bright beady eyes, ani a flash 
of white in the tail when the bird was in motten, gave it 
a jaunty air that ill became the rest of the somber attire. 
These were Thurber's juncces, cousins of the eastern 
snowbirds, their habitat, from the Rocky Mountains to the 
Pacific. I remember having seen them and found their 
pests at Monterey, in the smaller pines that grow in the 
grounds cf the Hotel del Monte, ard dow>tless I might fini 
them hcusekceping here, a little later in the month. 2 

California is such an immense State, that it is hardly 
safe to say of a bird that it nests in a certain month, May, 
for instance; for, while that might be true in ore locality, 
the same bicd would in all probability be found breeding 
a month earlier in a more southern secticn. It was is 
April.I found the snowbird's nest with young at Mcnterey 
and now up here, a month later, the birds were just hunt. 
ing for nest sites. I remember a very youthful belief of 
mine, that snowbirds were so called tecause they ate snow. 
and that that was why their bills were so white! If 3 
snow diet had been necessary to the existence of these 
little snowbirds here in the pines, they could find suck 
not very far {rom our camp. Though this was the mcc rie 
month of May,” there were several good-sized drifts 4 
short distance farther up the mountain. 

I saw a number of Audubon’s warblers flitting about 
one day. They were in brighter plumage than when ! 
first made their acquaintance down in the vailey in Janv- 
ary. Then they had on their winter suits, that looked 
somewhat the worse for wear, whereas now every feather 
was bright and fresh, the distinctive yellow spots bowing 
with great trilliarcy. It was too carly to expect to find 
a nest of these charming little warblers, as they do nol 


During my week under the pines I saw but one robin 
and had but a glimpse of him as he dashed out of a tree 
at my approach. Bluebirds were quite numerous; alway: 
in pairs. There was a deserted lumber mill near cur camp, 
ard as I walked abcut among the empty cabins oace cecu- 
pied by the workmen 1 counted a dozen or woe birds. |} 
saw a pair fly into a small crevice under the roof of one 
of the huts; as some dried grass stuck out of a crack, I 
concluded the blucbirds were making their home in the 
otherwise tenantiess house. Farther up the mountain 1 
one day came upon a clearicg where a man had built a 
little house and barn and set out a peach crzhard. A 8 2li- 
tary peach tree, now in full blossom, and the tumble- 
down buildings told a story of failure, blasted hopes, an! 
final descction. But the bluebirds were there. I found a 
pair nesting in a hole in a charred and blackened stump. 
Another pair hovered about the top of a dead pine tree. 
The blue of the male bird was very brilliant; much more 


intense than the coloring of the eastern bluebird. As one 


looked up at the sky from our perch on the mountain side 
it seemed a deeper, more beautiful blue than wken we be- 
neld it from the valley. That was because of the con- 
trast with the great green pines. 

The long-crested jay was enother bird of brilliant blue, 
numerous in the pines. The saucy, black-headed fellow: 
were old acquaintances; I had met them down at Mon- 
tecey, among the pines, on my first visit to California. 
They were just as pert and impudent now as when I first 
saw them, and though they are admittedly rascals, one 
cannot help liking them for their bold, aggressive manners 
As they climbed, with mighty hops, from limb to limb, 
up the staircase of a huge pine tree, their harsh cries “set 
the wild echoes flying.” This was the mating season, And 
I often saw a pair, “billing and ccoing” like veritable 
turtle doves, on a pine-trce limb a hundred feet abcve me 
The jays used to come to our kitchen door in search of 
refuse from the table, when they thought no one wai 
watching them. They were early risers, too, for we could 
hear them chattering around the garbage box in the morn- 
ing, long before we thought of getting out of bed. 

The California jay was also found here, but never con- 
sorting with its larger, crested brethren in the pines. On 
the sides of the little cafions that were covered with man- 
zanita, buckthorn and chaparral, these crestless jays were 
seen. They differed very much from their larger relatives 
having less blue and more gray in their plumage. Theil 
voices were just as harsh, however, and they possessed 
the other umenviable traits of jay character. 

The beautiful mountain quail were seen evecy afternoos 
about 5 o'clock, as I went to the barn to feed my horse. 
I saw no less than six pair one day. The coveys of the 
winter had scattered; the birds had chosen their mates for 
the summer. They make their nests on the ground, often 
among the dry pine needles that have gathered under a 
little bush, and fifteen ce eightecn eggs are laid in May. 
A min who spent last winter upon the mountain told me 
that in Nov¥omber these birds went down to the foothilla 
and thus escaped the snow and cold of the timber coun- 
try, returming to their accustomed haunts in February. 
From this same person I learned that last summer, whee 
campers were numerous under the pines, a mother quail 
with her brood cf eighteen chicks used to come daily te 
a certain cottage where kind-hearted visitors scatterei 
crumbs.

A 
quantity of copal, the Aztec incense, has been found at 
different times. This copal resembles nothing more than 
lime mortar. It has retained its odor perfectly ducing the 
four centuries it has been buried. Some pieces of the copa! 
ate rudely carved in the form cf human faces. 

Several censers, in which it was burned, have been taken 
out. These are of pottery, somewhat similar in shape to 
a frying pan. The bowl in which the incense was burned 
is about twenty-five centimeters or about an inch in 
diameter, perforated at the bottom to allow a-<riugtt for 
the chactoal which was used to keep the incense barn- 
ing. The handles are one-half to three-quarters of a 
meter, or about twenty inches in length, in the form of 
hollow cylinders, At the ends sre various figures. One of 
the handles represents a serpent, with the head at the end. 

In the serpent’s mouth is a wh'stle, which emits a dismal 
note when blown. Another has at its end a hollow claw, 
in which is a tiny rattle. The censers ate covered with 
the most elaborate designs in color. The colors are as, 
brilliant and beautiful as when they were new. Copal is 
still used in some parts of Mexico as incense, ard is 
burned in similar censces, but of ruder workmanship. 

Several skulls have been found in a fair state cf Itesuva- 
tion, perforated at the top with small holes. These were 
probably suspended from the great structure fcom which 
one of Cortez’s soldiers counted 136, human skulle sus- 
pended. There was, according to Prescott, a pyramidal 
mound, or tumulus, having a complicated framework of 
timber its broad summit.

The two chapels found are those cf Fuecatl, the Gol of 
Air, and of Teoymique, Goddess of Death. A tower of 
one of the chapels was found at a depth of seven meters, 
ct about twenty-three feet. It was surmounted by a tur- 
ret one meter thirty centimeters, or a little more than forty 
inches, in height, and six meters fifty centimeters, or about 
twenty feet, in circumference at the base. The turret is 
vaulted, and at the top is a ciecular orifice. It has been 
removed. 


The tower below extends to a depth of fifteen meters, 
or about fifty feet. It is filled with water and until it 
is pumped out, not much can be told about it. It is seem- 
ingly built of stone, with walls abcut twenty-five ceggi- 
meters, or about an inch, in thickness. About twenty-five 
meters, or nearly eighty-two feet, west cf this tower has 
been found. a section of stone wall about twenty meters, 
or sixty-five feet, long. Only the top of this wall has 
thus far Been disclosed, and nothing definite can be told
